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CHAPTER XVIII. 

WHAT HAPPENS WHEN PEO- 
PLE GIVE THEMSELVES UP 
: TO THE DEVIL : : 

ET us now glance at 
some of llic nioiiiciU- 
ous events which had 
transpired during the 

^ time Jim was absent 

from i)is Regiment. Owing to 
Iii~ desertion and subsequent im- 
pri«unriient he missed the greater 
part of the stirring scenes oon- 
ncclcd with the Indian Mutiny, 
and we must therefore rclalo 
what lieftll one of his old Crini- 
caii conirades— namely Sandy 
Mai-Niib. Shortly after return- 
ing to England Sandy obtained a 
furlough and went to Scotland. 
Here he fell in with a number of 
hi- relatives who were serving 
in the ISlli Highlanders or the 
Hor^s-shire Buffs, as they were 
often termed, and they persuaded 
him to apply for a transfer to 
their Regiment. Sandy did so, 
anil nwing to the fact that he hod 
f( lu'dther and a number of cou- 
sins in the other regiment his 
appenl was granted, and Sandy 
luul 111" joy of soldiering with 
his iiwii iiilli and kin. The liMns- 
fer also resulted in his being a 
p;iilii!i(!r in the fierce lights 
wliiili Uio "Sth waged with the 

rclir! Si'imys. 

Whr.i '.lie Highlanders first sel 
ffiiil in Indian soil the natives 
were nr:i-li puzzled by their kills, 
and tSif '•iiniour ran through the 
liuul tlMt the British had no 
MKire men to send, and so had 
seni their women. Later on. Ihc 
jiativet changed tiieii- opinion 
aiul came to look on the High- 
landers as the avengers of blood, 
come In administer punishment 
(111 Iho niurderer.s of English wo- 
iiKMi nrid children. 

The story of the Mutiny i> a 
faniilini' iine, and we will only 
ttiMi-h briefly therefore on some 
of the main events preceding the 
Cawnprre Mnssiic?c and the Re- 
lief 01 Lueknow. witii whicli we 
will (ical more fully. 

As r?>?arils the criiisc of the 
Mutiny ihc e\planation niTercd 
by the ngcd king of nollii seems 
1(1 sum up the position as Ici'scly 
as pos?,;blc. When asked what 
was the real cause of the out- 
break at Delhi hc_replied: "I 
floirt know. I suppose my peo- 
ple save themscivcs up to Ihc 
lipvil." 

The outbreak first started at 
Meeriil, where the nativ-c troops 
shot their English ofiicers. and 
then marched off to Delhi to 
kindle the flame of revolt tiicre. 
Very soon all over the Bengal 
Presidency little groups of Brit- 
ish were making a desperate 
stand against enormous odds. 
Nowhere, however, was the siege 
more dreadfid than at Gawnpore. 
This great city, at the time of the 
Mutiny, was an important milit- 
ary station, po.sscssing a vast 
magazine, stored with warlike 
matci'ial of every sort, and^a rich 
treasury. The British force eon- 
f-isted of less than 300 men of 
different regiments, manv of 
them invaJids, while the Sepoy 
force was many thousands 
strong. Besides this there was a 
hostile population of over 60,000. 
General Sir Ilugh Wheeler wa^ 



the military commander of Ihis 
station, and he invited an Indian 
Pnnce named Nana Sahib to take 
charge of I he Treasurv. thinking 
he could depend on his loyaitv to 
the British. As later events 
proved, however, he was greally 
mistaken. The general made a 
more fatal blunder Ihoueh, ac- 
cording to several historians of 
the Mutiny, when he abandoned 
the magazine, a vast w-alled en- 
closure, and chose a patch of 
open plain as the place for his 
little force to make their last 
stand. The outbreak came on 
June ■illi, when with wild yells 
and firing of pistols a regiment 
of native cavalry galloped 
through the eily burning, plun- 
dering, and slaying. They were 
joined by the infantry regiments, 
and for a few wild hours murder 
raged through the streets of 
Oawnporc. Then the mulineers 
started on a march to Delhi. 

Now it was that Xana Sahib 
turned traitor to the Rrilisli 
cause and threw in his lot with 
the mutineers. By moans of 
bribes, promises, and threats he 
brought hack the Sepovs and 
hurled them al the little Hrilish 
force uu Ihc i>i:iin. .And then 
conunenced lluit terrible siege of 
which all the world has heard. 
.Vgain we quole ihe historian. ITi^ 
says: "Over this handful of 
British people, faint with hunger, 
fevered wilh thirst, wasted by 
sickness, half niad wilh the sun's 
heat, roared day and night a 
tempest of hoslilc shot. N'ever 
before, perhaps, was such a fire 
conceniraled on one poor patch 
of soil, ihc Sepoys could mount 
as many guns as they chose and 
almost of whatever calibre Ihey 
pleased. -And they could fire 
within a distance ranging from 
300 to 800 yards, from niidcr al- 
most shot-proof sheller. From 
roof and window of all the build- 
ings commanding the entrench- 
ments streamed, wilh scarcely a 
nionif-nl's pause, showers of mus- 
ketry biillols. .At night the Se- 
poys crept within pistol shot, and 
fired without cessation. Wheel- 
er's enlreni-hmenl* were literally 
girdled wilh lire: llicy were 
whipped, day and night, wilh in- 
cessant volleys. 

Never was a position more des- 
perate, and nf-vor vv-as there one 
licid with a valour more obstin- 
ate. Wheeler's men had every- 
thing that was most dear to them 
al their Ijacks. and everything 
Ihat was most baleful in their 
front: and under these condi- 
tions how they fought may be 
imagined." 

The gallant defence was main- 
lained for twenty-one days, and 
Iheiu as Ihcir food was failing. 
their guns were unservicabie. 
and there was no sign of help 
from outside, they determined lo 
accept an offer from the Nana of 
a- safe passage lo Allahabad. 
They might as well have trusted 
to liie tender mercies of a tiger. 

On June 27th a iittle company 
of 'loO persons:— old and young, 
.sick and woinided. men,, women, 
and children— filed out of Wheel- 
er's entrenchments, on llieir way 
to the place where the Nana had 
gathered fortv boats, ostensibly 
la carry them to safety. No saafl- 
cr, however, had rlDle to coiitea

the water's edge when a bugle 
call rang out on the morning air, 
shrill and menacing. Out of the 
forty boats sprang the native 
boatmen, and a moment later a 
red blaze shot up. They had fired 
the straw roofs with which the 
boats were covered. Then a fierce 
musketry fire was poured into 
the little party from Sepoys who 
were lying concealed along the 
banks of the river, and further 
away boomed the voice of can- 
non. In a little white Hindu 
temple overlooking the whole 
scene .":at Tanlia Topee, the 
Xaua's general, and from tliis 
point of vantage he directed the 
massacre of the British. 

There, was no escape for his 
hapless victims: the wounded 
perished 'in the smoke and 
flames of the burning straw, 
others were slain by the hail of 
bullets jnd sliot, while others 
again swam into the stream and 
perished in its reddened wabrrs 
under the leisurely fire of the 
sharitshooter.s who lined eillicr 
bank. Some there were who 
stood waist deep in the Ganges 
and returned the fire of the 
rebels, but the odds were ovcr- 
whelniing, and they soon fell, 
riddled with bullets. When the 
Sepoys ceased firing they found 
that 1215 of liie women and chil- 
dren stilt survived, though many 
were desperately wounded. 
These they dragged ashore, and 
the Nana himself came In gloat 
over their wretched condition. 
Then, al his ciimmand, lliey were 
llirust iiiio a rouiile of rooms and 
left alone in their misery. 

.Meanwhile three boats out of 
the forty had ae-triaUy got away. 
Two of them di-ifted to the op- 
posite bank, and llieir occupants 
were at once murdered by the 
cruel crowd of Sepoys who were 
awaiting their pre.v. One boat, 
hnwevci'. had the good fortune to _ 
get into the stream, and the oc- 
cupants began to hope that they 
had at least a fighting chance of 
life. Some of the most heroic 
spirits of the Gawnpore garrison 
were in that boat, and the story 
nf their efforts to escape from 
their foes is, more thrilling than 
anv romance. 

Rudderless, oarless. and food- 
less they floated helplessly on 
the waters of the great river, 
pelted from either side with 
.storms of shot. Every now and 
then the clumsy craft would run 
aground on some sandbank, and 
then the able-bodied men would 
jump out and push it off into 
deep water again. Many were 
killed whilst engaged in this 
hazardous task, and at lant the 
number of dead, and dying on 
,ho,ard equalled those who Wer« 



living. The Nana sent a boatloaci 
of Sepoys in pursuit of the fugi- 
tives, but their boat ran on a 
sandbank. Then rose a hoarse 
shout of exultation from the Brit- 
ish boat, and, leaping into the 
shallow water, twenty stern- 
faced men advanced wilh levelled 
bayonets towards the Sepoys. 
The fight was furious, but short, 
and in twenty minutes all that 
remained of the sixty Sepoys 
who manned the boat was sonie 
half dozen fugitives, who escaped 
by swimming. They went bank 
lo lei! Ilie Nana lliat the misfor- 
tunes of the sahibs had not 
clianged tlieni. 

The Britisli ])oal drifted down 
the stream all that night, and the . 
fugitives begun to hope that they, 
wiiuld reach .Mlaliabad. When 
niortiing dinvned, however, it 
was discovered that they had got 
into a backwater, from which 
escape was impossible. On the 
bank were crowds of Sepoys, 
fir'iug furiously, and all the able- 
bodied men, now alas reduced' 
to foiu'leen. resolved to drive 
them off by 'a desperate charge. 
The Sepoys fled before the little 
force, hut new crowds of the 
enemy gathered in their rear, 
and so the British turned about 
and cut their way through them. 
When they i-eachcd the spot 
where they had left the boat they 
found it gone. .A great crowd of 
the enemy had swooped down on 
it and turned its prow towards 
Gawnpore, where dealh awaited 
every one of its ncrnpants. 

The gallant fourteen, undis- 
mayed, commenced to marcli 
along the river bank towards 
Allaliahad. Their pursuers pre.s.s- 
ed clo.ser and closer on their 
hee[s and slew one (if the little 
band. The remaining thirteen 
then turned fiercely on the 
enemy, and, .seizing a small tem- 
ple, resolved to make a last 
stand there. 

First of all the Sepoys tried to 
rush the door of this temple, hut 
lost so many men that they tried 
it no more. Then they attempted 
to smoke out the defenders, and 
heaped up beneath the walls of 
the temple leaves faggots and 
other material.s, which they set 
fife to. But the wind was in the 
favour of the English, and the 
imconriucrabic thirteen held 
their tiosition. At length hags of 
gunpowder were procured, and 
the Sepoys prepared to blow 
the temple and its defenders into 
space. Before they could com- 
plete the arrangements, however, 
Ihcy were surprised at the ap- 
parition of seven naked men 
, rushing out of the temple and 
coming for them" witlf ^"&shin^ 
eyes and blood-reddened bayon- 
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e^ They UbS, and the sewea- 
^6ia«4 the banks of the river^ 
£nff; plunged in. Meanwhile thQ 
oSier six, who could not swim", 
rihlied upon the mass of Sepoys 
and died fighting. Recovering 
from their surprise, the Sepoys 
|iow. started to hunt arid harass 
the swimmers. Two they shot, a 
Ihjrd struck a saudspit and was 
promptly despatched. The other 
four, diving like ducks at the 
flash of a musket, managed Ip 
swim beyond the reach of their 
pursuers, and finally reached the 
British" lines. A few days after 
these events a British force mov- 
ed out of Allahabad, under the 
command of Sir Henry Havelock, 
bent on revenging this massacre 
of their countrymen.

II is hardly tikely that the far- 
mer will ever be in a position 
lo stop fighlisg injurious insects 
On accounC of their scarcity. But 
rational methods of general farm 
practiee with the proper use of 
apparatus and i'nsectides, even 
such as are now known, and in 
which improvements are being 
constantly made, if intelligently 
used by farmers, would save to 
them fully two-thirds of this 
enormous loss.

Reported Caie foi Leprosy. 

According to the United Stales 
Consular and Trade Reports" a 
cure has been found for leprosy. 
One of the iimiales of the leper 
asylum at Coconite, Trinidad, has 
been dischdrgcd from that in- 
stitution as ctu-ed. 

The patient was a ^^V'st Indian 
rooiio about 35 years of age. At 
the time of entering the institu- 
tion all external and other symp- 
toms were so evident that attend- 
ing physicians, who have been 
familiar wilh such cases for 
years, entertained no possible 
doubt of its being a pronounced 
case of leprosy. He was given 
an injection once a week fop 
about forty weeks, when he was 
discharged as cured. 

Although this asylum has been 
established many years, this is 
the first cure reported, and great 
interest is being manifested by, 
the 300 patients.

The object of writ- 
ing this is to soimd a note of en- 
couragement to the Army work- 
ers—a sort of don't-bc-weary-Hi- 
well-doing note. 

There are two unwritten laws 
at Central Prison, and tiu'y arc: 

1. Don't ask a man why he is a 
prisoner. ,, ,, 

2. Don'l speak disrespectfully 
of the Salvation Army if yon de- 
sire to he popular with the men. 

The first requires no explana- 
tion. Its an axiom— self-evident. 
An elaboration of the second may 
be of interest to Wsr Cry readers. 

From the first day of his en- 
trance to the Central the prisoner 
finds himself surrounded by sal- 
vation infliience. 

One of the lirst— if not the very 
first — visitors is S!;i(T-CrtpIaiii 
Fraser. who in a kindly, brolher- 
jv vav inipre=:ses \hp iii:tii with 
the f.-.ct Ihat he is with friends; 
that so far as what liis traiis- 
grcssioM may have been that hf 
knows lilile .ind cares less: iiiai 
he is there to help him, not only 
spiriliially hsil practi-aUy. "What 
is there you've h-ft iin inne out- 
side that I can do for you? .V 
message to your friends? I'll 
take it. .\ word of cheer to Ih'' 
criod wife and lilllc ones? I'll 
speak it? No coai in the bouse? 
Don'f wnrrv: leave it to nic." 

"What's the result? The man 
siMing in his londy cell, natur- 
ally says to himself. 'AVliy 
should lie he intereslcd in me? 
Why should the SalvaUon .\rniy 
troiihle its head aliout me ami 
mine? It doesn't look very 
briffhf nnw me ever being able In 
pay tlieni Iir.ck. There must he 
something in Ihat religion of 
theirs." And there's the Ihin 
edge of the wedge. 

.\nd afler Ihat the new-comer 
isn't forgotten. Occasional pri- 
vate visits arc made him by the 
StatT-Captain. and the good im- 
pression made is intensified. Sub- 
ject to the rules of the prison. 
Captain Fraser will execute little 
commissions for him — perhaps a 
basket of fruit one day. some- 
thing else next week! And here's 
a thought interpolated, as it were. 
The men may he rough enough, 
but there's a rich vein of unself- 
ishness among them. I never yet 
saw a bag or oranges brought in 
that wasn't divided by the re- 
cipient among his mates — not 
once. The general rule seems to 
be that the real owner gets less 
than the other fellows. But 
there's another week coming, and 
it may be Bill's, or Harry's, or 
Tom's turn then, and so it goes. 

The Sunday Army services are 
always looked forward to by the 
men. There is always something 
of interest for them — something 
out of the ordinary. The visits of 
the Staff Band are always red- 
letler days, and the splendid 
numbers given furnish a topic 
lor conversation for the prover- 



bial nine days. The Temple, 
llovercourt, and the Boys' 
Bands come in for warm prfiise, 
too. The men of the prison are 
at heart lovers of good music, 
and this in itself gives the Army 
a warm spot in many a heart 
there. Ask Colonel Pugmire some 
dav when you see him where he 
bears the best singing; don't say 
a word to him about what I've 
written here, and see if his an- 
swer right off the bat isn't "At 
Central Prison!" Why, your 
new Commissioner told ns that m 
his world- wide visits to penal 
institaiioii^- h^ had never heard 
such splendid singing. 

That reminds me of a funny 
little incident that occurred at a 
recent Sunday afternoon service 
when Colonel Pugmire was here 
— vmi know, the boys think a lot 
of the Colonel: there's no "ought 
111 he ashamed of yourselves" in 
his sermons; that God-given 
•'whosoever" forms the basis of 
.all his talks. 

"Well,'' thP Colonel said, "what 
do yon say if I sing you a little 
snne. lioys?" 

"Yes go ahead. Colonel," came 
from all sides. "Sing 'Sunshine 
on Ihe Hill. Colonel," asked one 
of llie lads. „ , , 

"Ml right!" said Hie Colonel, 
and he sang in that splendid 
slvie of his the song that has 
come to be associated with his 
name here. "The Colonel's 
Song." it is called. And the men 
in blue and brown joined with 
hearlv accord in the chorus, and 
not once, but twice, they had it 
before they were satisfied. - 

Then tho nolonel told of a lit- 
!!<• incident that happened in 
Winnipeg, something like this: 
"] sang that song at a great meet- 
ing there, and a day or two later 
wlien conferring about Men's 
Hesnie Work with the Police 
MaiTistrale of the great Western 
Meinipolis. he said to me; 'Do 
vou know. Colonel, Ihat that song 
iias been running in my head 
ever since I heard you sing it, 
il's a heaiilifiil thing.' The ma- 
jririlv of you chaps think per- 
haps it might help a bit if I sang, 
it to all the magistrates in On- 
tario," he said. And cv„„*ybody 
laughed. 

There is one thing about the 
average Salvationist. He always 
looks happy. It seems to me that 
lie looks "happier on Sundays 
than on any other day. And that's 
why a good ripple of laughter is 
never chocked, but encouraged 
at the services — even on Sun- 
days. 

it would draw this rambling 
epistle out to too great length 
were I to more than refer to' the 
splendid service the Salvation 
Army does in getting jobs for the 
men when their time is up. 

I speak as one who knows 
when I say that a great work for 
good and God is being done by 
The Salvation Army at Central 
Prison. Let the good work go on. 
Wp. know it isn't always easy to 
■sacriOee time to come here; and 
the men have no means of per- 
sonally thanking the Bandsmen 
and thi! Ofllcers for their interest 
in them. But they're not ungrate-i 
fnl; they're appreciative, and 
through your efforts many a man

The Army's Creed. 

As {ndfeatcd by the Hon. J. R, 
Stralton at Pctcpboro. 

A large, well-plcascd, and well- 
rewarded gathering attended flic 
special platform service in (lie 
Salvation Arrmy Citadel.- The 
meeting was a significant on? for 
mauy reasons, among them being 
the. presence of Commissioner 
Rees, Hon. J. R. Slratlon. and 
other men of local prominem-e. 
It also marked the initiation of 
several new band insfriimcnis 
and a handsome new drum, said 
to be one of the, finest in Canada. 
This, along with the pre-emirniil 
positiou which the hand has here 
k:fore occupied in the eyes of the 
puUlic, should placf li'uMn (-ii a 
firmer and more predominate 
basis than ever. 

Mr. Stralton, who arte-l as 
rhairman, gave a short address, 
in which he said he apprecialrJ 
the honour conferred upon liini 

I hat afternoon. It was always a 
pleasure to him to meet his (el- 
low citizens, and a pleasure, eviu 
in an humble way, to he associ- 
ated -with the greatest movemi'til 
for the world's good since the 
days of the Apostles. Tho Salva- 
tion Army was rightly namcii. It 
is a real, living, lighting fnivc 
against the powers of darkness. 
The strength of The Salvation 
Army was that it took the (lospel 
to the poor. It pveaehes. so to 
speak, the Gos]iel in the gutter. 

II goes down to the degiadfd anJ 
lifts them up. .Abundant proof in 
Pelerboro of the gi'cat woi-k 
roiild bo .seen. Tlin inV.cn and lie- 
graded, lost to tlienii^plves. so- 
ciety, and the ehinTli, have been 
sought out and saved. He did not 
wish to be considered disloyal to 
the Church of his choice or any 
fit her Church, when he expressed 
his own convictions that the 
Army was doing .ijorc res! down- 
right rogenerative work than the 
fhurebes. or to be on strictly safe 
grounds. 'more than the churches 
do do, or can do, as they arc at- 
present constituted. The modern 
characteristic of cinirch activity 
semed to be largely the fight 
over creeds. He found higher 
critics of the ohurehes fighting, 
dissecting the Bible, tearing Ihe 
leaves, tearing the cliaptcr. fear- 
ing whole books out of the 
Bible, splitting hairs, while the 
Tlcvil was busy gelling in bis 
work. Mr. Stralton said the 
Army was not engaged in that 
way. Tliey did not bother about 
doetriues and creeds — except one. 
The whole doctrine and creed of 
the Army, as he understood it, 
was contained in six words: 
'•Here's the sinner, there's the 
Saviour." He said this creed and 
the -way it was applied' was the 
secret of the success of the 
Army's work in the world. He 
referred to the great work of 
General Booth, his advancing 
years; his great organization for 
good; the admir.ible system 
adopted; the -splendid men, like 
Comnrissioner Rees, whom he 
had the. pleasure of introducing, 
left no doubt of the future earth- 
ly leadership of the Army, Com- 
missioner Rees was a veteran in 
Array service. He entered the' 
Army uarly, was foremost in the 
Upline force. He has been ap- 
pointed for. the second time Com- 
missioner for Canada. He was 
welcomed by the Army at large, 
and-ali who sympathized with its 

■ nohlfi work. He- had great pleas- 
ure in introducing Commissioner 
Rees.

The Soiil at 'Rest. 




HE sinful man has no 
true peace, because, 
among other sources 
of disquiet, his posi-. 
lion is at variance 
with Providence. 

One view to be taken of sin is; 
that it is war. It is not only war 
against God's character. hut 
against His commands; not only 
war against His commands, but 
against His providential arrange- 
ments. God has one way and plan 
of arrangement; the sinfid man, 
who is in a stale of rcbelliim 
against Gnd. has anolber plan. 
The centre of God's arrange- 
ments is benevolence, or the love 
of all; Ibe centre of the sinful 
man's arrangements is the inor- 
dinate love of himself. Radiating 
from siieb difTcrent centres, the 
plans which are formed contin- 
ually come in ronOicl. l.'ndcr 
such circiimslanres it is impos- 
sihl" that the sinner sbfiuld have 
rest. Finding himself face In face 
in opposition In what God has de^ 
termined. and thus in conflirling 
line-; of movement, he is ctintin- 
nally met and counteracted, ron- 
tiinially smitten and driven hark. 
His life is a warfare commenced 
and earrii'd on. and under the 
niosi hopeless rlrcunislances: a 
warf:ii'c nitonded everywhfre and 
Mni'casingly with discomfiture 
and suifpring. 

2. On the conlrary. the nian 
who is united with God in Ihe 
possessioi! of a ror!!m.'>n s-esitr.-^l 
feeling, is necessarily united with 
Him in all the movements and ar- 
rangements which He makes. 
In other words, he rests from the 
perplexities and imcerlaintics of 
making his OTvn choice, which 
his Heavenly Father has made 
for him. With the exception of 
sin. God's choice never varies, 
and never can vary, from the fact 
and incidents of that stale of 
things which now exist, .^nd it 
is Ibis choice, however painfid it 
may he in some of its personal 
relations, which the godly man 
lakes and sanctions as his own. 
So that his choice being already 
made hy Ihe unvarying adoption 
of that which is from God. he 
may he said not to have any pre- 
ference of his own, hut to rest 
from his own choice, that he may 
repose in God's choice. .And God's 
choice is only another name for 
His providenre. Tlicrc is, there- 
fore, no conllict; there never can 
he any. 

3, God's providence extends 
both to things and events. In- 
animate nature, even in the low- 
est forms, is under the tlivine 
care. Not a rock is placed with- 
out a hand that placed it; not a 
tree grows without a Divine vit- 
ality, which is the inspiration of 
its "growth; not a wave of the 
ocean rolls without the power of 
God's presence to protect it. The 
storms and the earthquakes are 
the Lord's. God is thus the life 
of nature. And the man who is 



in harmony with God has no con- 
troversy with Him in any of these 
things. On the contrary, he ac- 
cepts all, is al peace with all. 

4. God is also the life of 
events, including in that term hu- 
man .actions. There is no good 
action which is not from God. 
The wisdom of the Supremo is 
the good man's inspiration, .^nd, 
on the other hand, there is no 
evil action which God docs not 
notice, and over which He has 
not some degree of control. Tho 
essence of evil actions, it is well 
niidcrsfood. is the evil motive 
from which they proceed — a mo- 
tive which is not. and cannot he, 
from God; hid still. God will not 
allow the action, which proceeds 
from the motive, to take effect, 
except as He shall see fit. In 
other words. God has ttie pi-oro- 
/rativc. -^i-bich can pertain only 
to an innnitc being, of overrul- 
ing evil, and of bringing good out 
of it. So that there is a provi- 
(lence of evil as well as a pro- 
vidence of good. .And hence, the 
good iitaii can he in peace even 
when the evil man triumphs, be- 
cause be knows that the 
"tuiimphing of the wicked is 
stiort-'' 

ii. .-Vgain: God's jirovidcnco is 
internal, as well as external. It 
is the inspirer of the feelings of 
the hciirt. as well as the director 
and roiilroller of outward events. 
Our thoughts and feelings are 
from God. so far as thuy are 
ri.glit tliouKhts and right feelings. 
.Arcordingly. the man who is 
fully miited with God. rcsis from 
all anxiety in relnlion to the par- 
ticidar form or feeling of his in- 
ward experience. Among the var- 
ious thoughts and feelings which 
are right and good be has no 
choice. For instance, he does not 
desire inward .joys, nor great il- 
luminations of mind, nor freedom 
and gifts of ulfcrancc; hut de- 
sires and accepts only that de- 
gree of light and .ioy, whether 
more or less, which God sees fit 
to send. It is true we are direct- 
ed to "covet the best gifts" (I. 
Cor. x-ii.: .Tf). hut it is equally 
true that those gifts are the best 
which God selects and gives. 

In everything, in gifts and the 
exercise of gifts, for lime and for 
eternity, the wise man chooses 
for himself what God chooses 
for him; which is the same as to 
say that he rests from choice, or 
that be is without choice. God's 
providence is his guide. 

6. Rest, or pacification in God's 
.providence, implies and secures 
the fact of rest or peace in other 
things which have an indirect re- 
lation to His providences. For 
instance, be who is at rest with 
Providence has rest from vain 
and wandering imaginations. He 
is unlike other persons in this re- 
spect, who constantly recur in 
their imaginations to other, 
scenes and other situations, and 
people them with the felicity 



which is the creation of their 
own minds. If his imagination 
ever goes beyond tho sphere 
wiiicli providence has assigned 
him, it docs so under a Divine 
guidance, and not al Ihe instiga- 
tion of unholy discontent. 

7. Again; he who is al peace 
with Providence, experiences, as 
one of the incidental results of 
Ills position in this respect, a 
peacfi or rest from feeling'; of 
envy. The occasion of envy is the 
existence, or supposed existence, 
of superiority in others. It is im- 
possiljle, llicrofoi-e, for him to 
envy ottiers, liecausc, viewing all 
things as be docs in the light of 
God, he does not and cannot be- 
lieve that the situation of others 
is better than bis own, accord- 
ingly, he is at rest from the agita- 
tions of this baneful passion. 

S, He ha.s rnst also from easily 
ollendcd awl revengeful feelings. 
If he has been in.iiircd hy an- 
other, he knows that his Heaven- 
ly I'allier. without originating., 
the holy impulse, has seen fit, 
for wise reasons, to allow its ap- 
plication against himself. He re- 
ceives the blew with a quid 
spirit, as one which is calculated 
to strengthen his own piety, 
while be has pity for him who 
iuHiel.s it. Considered in relation 
to him.self, be accepts all, ap- 
proves all, rejoices in alt. 

0. In the remarkable language 
of the Apostle Paul, which pre- 
cisely deseribcs his sitnalion. he 
"Sufle.rs long and is kind; he en- 
vies nol ; is not easily provoked; 
thinkcth no evil; re.joicelb_not in 
iniquity, but rejoiceth in the 
truth; benrelb all things, bopelh 
all things, endiirelb alt things."— 
From "Holiness Readings."

Easier v.^Gelebration^ in Toronto 

Conducted by the COMMISSIONER and MRS- REES, 

Two very successful meetings in the Massey Hall-a^great Solemn Assembly ^ 
'• and Mammoth Musical Meeting, 




I HE day dawned very 
stormy, and prospects 
looked rather gloomy 
for the long anlici- 

J patcd mammoth march 

of the city forces through some 
of the main streets. This has be- 
come a great feature of our Good 
Friday celebi-alious, and uuth 
Seniors and Juniors look forward 
to it -with delight. Perhaps the,. 
Conmiissioner's face as he took 
his seal in the street ear that 
morning to proceed downtown 
reftecled some of the feelings 
that aiust have been passing 
through his heart as lie watched 
the steady drizzle.
